Wainwright was taken to police head- 
quarters, where he admitted calmly and 
laughingly his great theft and offered 
to give the police every assistance in 
tracing the part of the stolen property 
of which he had disposed. 

He is a lawyer, 28 years old, clear- 
eyed, fine skinned, tall and well dressed, 
with the manner of a gentleman. He is 
a college graduate, a linguist and an 
extensive traveler. Seldom in one man 
have the police or the Pinkerton 
agency ever caught a prisoner who com- 
bined such brilliance, refinement and 
criminal cunning as Wainwright. So 
far as police records go, his crimes are 


i limited to two; first, he stole the name 


of the son of a prominent Boston brok- 
er, carefully plotting this as a means of 
accomplishing his second and_ great 
crime. 

The list of property Wainwright stole 
from Dr. Pinault during’ the winter 
months includes $100,000 in securities, 
which he disposed of in the course of 
two weeks before his flight by boldly 
representing himself as a broker on the 
Chamber of Commerce, in Minneapolis. 








He used the name of P. J. Bartlett, 
which is that of the son of A. W. Bart- 
lett, a wealthy and well-known broker 
of Boston. 
Dynamited Safe. 
Plotting His robbery in the home of 
the surgeon months in advance, Wain- 














wright took service in the Boston fam- 
ily as a coachman. He dynamited the 
safe at his first opportunity and ob- 
tained possession of letters written by 
the elder Bartlett to his son, recome- 
mending him to the favor of Western 
capitalists. Then Wainwright journeyed 
i . > plot of 
to Minneapolis, carried out the p 
plundering the Pinault home, and tradeg 
on the name of oe, woe he ha 
sposed of all the securities. ; 

Wel etncrria ht ingratiated himself with 
the surgeon, and last October was put 
in charge of the mansion. He apparent- 
ly began at once to dismantle the house. 
In the cellar was a great vault in which 
were stored the historic plate, jewelry 
and rare laces that made up the doc- 
tor’s collection. Mrs. Pinault is a 
French Countess, and many of the cu- 
rios were possessions of her ancestors. 
Wainwright, in the leisure of the win- 
ter, worked at the vault. Some time in 
March he dynamited the door and 
stripped the. vault of its valuables. 
pucking the loot in four trunks and 
shipping them East. 

He. forged Dr. Pinault's name to an 
order.for the keys of the safety deposit 
yault in a Minneapolis bank. In this 
way, and without attracting suspicion to 
himself, he extracted all the papers and 
a collection of the more rare jewelry. . 

Then Wainwright opened his brokers 
office and afterward got away. 


First Clew in France. 


Ten days ago a bank of St. 
France, cabled Dr. Pinault that some of 
its stock standing in the doctor's name 
was being offered for sale. Dr. Pinault 


hurried to Minneapolis. His man Wain- 
wright was gone. The smashed doors 
of the cellar, vault were evidence of the 
completeness of his plundering. Police 
of eyery oity In the United States and 
the pringipal cities in Kurope were no- 
tified. 

Wainwright was traced to Chicago, 
thence to Philadelphia, thence to Bos- 
ton, back to Philadelphia, and 10 days 
ago to New York. 

Every day rare bits of jewelry, tap- 
estry and laces were found in pawnshops 
in the various cities. A woman was the 
companion of the fleeing thief. Her 
presence made him easy to trace. When 
he reached New York he dropped her 
and began doubling and redoubling on 
his trail. He was traced to a dozen 
boarding houses, all in fashionable quar- 
ters. In each he would stay for a few 
days, in scme only a day, and in each 
under a different name, Recently he 
was traced to a boarding house at For- 
tv-sixth street and Fifth avenue. That 
was last Tuesday. When the _ police 
thought they had him he was gone. 
They found him again as William J. 
Tyler, James A. Steward, J. W. Wil- 
liams, Louis P. Chute and W, P. Cheney. 
At the Manhattan Hotel he was James 
A. Steward. He negotiated under that 
nume with the firm of antique dealers, 
Wrone & Wrone of Forty-second street 
and Fifth avenue, and entertained the 
partners at dinner at the Manhattan 
Hotel. He delivered to them a large 
numiber of his costly treasures, to be 
sold on consignment. They gave him a 
check for $100, which he deposited at 
the Corn Exchange Bank's branch at 
Nineteenth street and Fifth avenue un- 
der the name of J. W. Williams. 

Until last night the sleuths on his trail 
had not caught a giimpse of him. He 
told them after his arrest that he had 
made it a practice to maintain three fur- 
nishcd reoms at one time, and continu- 
ally moved his trunks full of treasure 
back and forth. 

if the police expected to bag a large 
share of the loot With the man, they 
were disappointed, He had three gold 
watches, two chains, a cdmeo pin and a 
diamond siud—nothing more. In his 
sult bag: and trunk were personal ef- 
fects, including a revolver of large cali- 
ber. He had little money in his posses- 
sion, and his account in the Corn Ex: 
change Bank showed only $220.
